that they cannot confent to thofe 2 Points, 
becaufe that would be to deprive them- 
{elves of the Advantages that had coft 
them fo muck Cc n:eft and Time, and which 
would be extremely detrimental to them 
in Cafe an Agreement fhould-not be made. 
M. Stepney, Envoy of the Queen of Eng- 
land to this Court, infifts yess much to 
have this Anfwer be confider’d by the Im- 
penal Minifters without Delay, that the 
Miniflers Mediators of Holland may know 
whether they had beft continue at Tirnau 
or not. And feme Advices fay, they will 
return hither within 15 Days unlefs the Em- 
peror grant the AMalecontents of Hungary a 
Ceffation of _Arms without Reftriction. 
Collonel Bartelsarriv’d here the 25th Inftan, 
from Bavaria ; and his Regiment, with’o- 
ther Troops that came from that Country, 
making together 3000 Men, pafs'd by this 
City Yefterday, to joyn the Body command- 
ed by General Palfi: The Ainifter of the 
Queen of England has deéliver’d to Prince 
ugene of Savoy Remittances for 200000 
Crowns, and at the fame Time affur'd him 
that part of the 10000 Auxiliary Troops 
Which Her Britannick A/ajeity and: the 
States General fend this Year to Italy, 
are already actually on their March, and 
will be ‘{peedily follow’d by the reft. 
Prince Eugene has refolv’d co fet out from 


hence by the 7th of April, for the Army in 
Lombardy ; which ’tis Fhaid will be sr up 
sooco effective Men compleat ; and confe- 
quently he will be in a Condition to make a 
powerful Diverfion in Favour of the Duke 
of Savoy. They write from Peter Waradin, 
that the Rafcians in thofe Parts had made an 
Excurfion quite to Peft ; in which they kill'd 
a good Number of Malecontents, took 2 
Prifoners, with a Booty of 400 Head of Black 
Cattle, 800 Sheep and 300 Horfes. P.S. Jutt 
now Advice is come, that General Palfi ha- 
ving march’d towards Scharwar, to feek a 
Body of the Malecontents; and having 
causd 100 Foot and 200 Horfe to advance 
before the reft of his Troops, drew Count 
Berezeni by that means into an Ambuhh, 
whereby the faid Count loft a confiderable 
Number of Men, and was himfelf in Danger, 
cone wounded in 2 Places and having a 
Horfe killd under him, as Deferters re- 
ported.
